SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  auditors  report  indicates  a  favorable  financial 
condition  for  the  Town  with  an  unreserved  fund  balance  of 
$2851.00  on  December  31,  1979.   Final  payment  on  the 
Willoughby  property  and  a  highway  equipment  note  returned 
during  1979  resulted  in  a  total  long  term  debt  balance  of 
$20,200  which  consists  of  $12,000  on  the  highway  garage 
note  due  in  198  2  and  $8200.00  on  a  highway  equipment  note 
due  in  1982. 

One  of  the  more  urgent  needs  for  the  Town  at  present 
is  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck.   Due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  fire  brigade.  Insurance  Services  has  reduced  the 
fire  insurance  rate  to  a  9E  classification,  which  allows 
building  within  a  5  mile  radius  of  the  Bridgewater,  Plymouth, 
Ashland  and  New  Hampton  stations  a  reduction  on  their  fire 
insurance  premiums.   In  order  also  to  maintain  a  9E 
rating,  the  Town  must  continue  its  membership  annually 
in  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual  Aid  Association.   This  Association 
has  a  very  effective  central  dispatch  for  all  member 
departments  as  well  as  training  aids  and  sessions  for 
personnel . 

An  article  has  been  included  in  the  warrant  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck.   There  is  approximately 
$6000.00  in  uncommitted  revenue  sharing  funds  together  with 
this  years  revenue  sharing  of  $12,600  and  over  $3500.00  in 
contributions  to  date,  making  a  total  of  approximately 
$22,100  on  hand  towards  the  purchase  price  of  $45,000  for  the 
new  truck.   The  brigade  and  selectmen  appreciate  the 
response  from  the  people  for  their  contributions. 

To  reduce  energy  consumption,  the  men  of  the  fire 
brigade  insulated  the  ceiling  of  the  fire  station.   At  the 
highway  garage  the  ceiling  was  insulated,  a  brick  chimney 
was  built  and  a  wood  burning  furnace  was  installed.   This 
year  we  are  asking  for  some  funds  to  continue  this  program. 

The  past  few  years  property  owners  in  N.  H.  Towns 
have  been  requesting  to  become  residents  of  the  Towns 
creating  problems  for  selectmen  in  determining  who  may 
qualify.   Ov/ning  property  is  not  a  qualification.   RSA  654:1 
defines  a  legal  voter  as  an  "inhabitant  of  the  state, 
having  a  fixed  and  permanent  established  domicile." 
Domicile  is  a  "question  of  factual  physical  presence 
incorporating  an  intention  to  reside  for  an  indefinite 
period"  and  the  "place  in  which  he  or  she  dwells  on  a  con- 
tinuing basis  for  a  significant  portion  of  each  year." 
The  principal  qualification,  permanent  established  domicile 
on  a  continuous  basis,  will  be  the  determining  factors  in 
deciding  resident  qualifications. 


Under  R.S.A,  79A  Chapter  372  Laws  of  1973  Current 
Use  Taxation  Assessment  Legislation,  Selectmen  are 
required  to  accept  applications  for  said  consideration 
on  or  before  April  15th  of  each  year.   Applications 
are  available  at  the  Selectmen's  office  and  will  be 
required  this  year  and  each  following  year.   Because 
of  the  impact  of  current  use  assessment  on  the  Town, 
the  Selectmen  will  follow  the  guidelines  as  laid  down 
by  the  State  for  all  applicants. 

Because  of  a  number  of  substandard  lots  in  Town 
and  the  question  of  v/hether  the  existing  sub  surface 
sanitary  facilities  will  support  conversions  of  a  property 
from  seasonal  occupancy  to  year  round  occupancy,  an 
article  has  been  inserted  in  the  warrant,  to  enact  an 
ordinance  requiring  a  conversion  permit  from  the  Selectmen.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to,  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the 
State,  Federal  or  another  govermental  unit  or  a  private 
source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance 
with  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  prepayment 
of  resident  taxes  and  to  authorize  the  tax  collector  to 
accept  prepayments  as  provided  by  RSA  30:l-a. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  tax  liens  and  convey  property  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  by  public  auction  (or  advertised 
sealed  bid)  or  in  such  other  manner  as  determined  by  the 
Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 
REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative 
effort  between  toim/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service, 

Since  2903^  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature^ 
the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control  within  his  town/city.     This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint 
as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out 
his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts 
with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  distinct.     The  State 
organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple  forest  fire  organization 
in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and 
forest  fire  prevention  programs.     Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased 
through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations 
at  one-half  cost.     Excess  military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/ 
city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire 
suppression  units.     This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality 
has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with 
less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County: 

In  an  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the  taxpaying  citizens  of 
Grafton  County,  we,  the  Grafton  County  Commissioners,  are  writing  to  you 
through  your  individual  town  or  municipal  reports. 

Last  year  (1978-79)  the  total  county  tax  raised  was  $1,977,1^2.   These  monies 
were  appropriated  by  the  County  Delegation  and  administered  by  the  Commissioners. 
Some  of  the  ways  this  money  was  spent  was  in  maintenance  of  our  courthouse, 
nursing  home,  county  farm,  sheriff's  department,  jail  and  house  of  correction, 
social  welfare,  etc. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  our  nursing  home  is  ]kO.      The  average  daily 
census  of  the  Jail/House  of  Correction  is  25.   We  had  a  total  of  3^9  inmates  in 
the  Jail  and  114  inmates  in  the  House  of  Correction  during  our  fiscal  year. 

In  addition  to  providing  food  for  the  nursing  home  complex  and  agricultural 
services  for  the  community,  the  farm  also  continually  shows  a  profit.   In  our 
fiscal  year  1979  the  farm  profit  was  $60,65'+,  due  in  part  to  sales  of  pigs  at 
$5,500,  cows  at  $27,000,  wood  at  $1,800,  hay  at  $2,100,  milk  at  $135,^44  and 
produce  at  $48,129. 

We  have  completed  Phase  Il-Design  of  the  sewage  project  and  anticipate  beginning 
construction  under  Phase  III  in  the  spring.   The  total  overall  cost  of  the 
project  is  approximately  $5^0,000,  of  which  $400,000  is  federal  grant,  $110,000 
State  share  and  $30,000  County  share. 

We  are  making  an  effort  to  conserve  energy,  particularly  in  the  courthouse 
building,  and  are  taking  a  hard  look  at  any  modifications  in  this  so  called 
"modern"  facility  that  will  make  It  a  less  expensive  consumer  of  fuel. 

A  trial  dispatching  service  was  instituted  for  16  area  fire  departments  and 
probably  will  be  made  a  permanent  function  during  the  latter  part  of  1979.   A 
yearly  fee  is  charged  for  this  service. 

Grafton  County  employs   230  people  of  whom  we  are   very  proud.   It  is  because 
of  these  people  that  Grafton  County  continues  to  operate  efficiently  and 
within  budget. 

There  are  many  other  concerns  that  we,  the  Commissioners,  deal  with.  We  invite 
the  citizens  of  Grafton  County  to  take  part  in  any  of  our  regular  meetings  held 
each  Monday  morning  at  the  courthouse  in  North  Haverhill.

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 
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BRIDGEWATER  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


Meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  v;ere  held  monthly  as 
scheduled,  alternately,  monthly,  at  the  River  Road  School 
and  the  Grange  Fall  throughout  the  year.   Special  meetings 
were  called,  primarily  with  regard  to  the  proposed  Master 
Plan.   Regular  meetings  continue  to  be  advertised  in  local 
papers. 

During  1979,  eleven  public  hearings  were  held  on  sub- 
divisions.  No  proposals  were  rejected  during  the  year  and 
no  variances  v;ere  granted.   Most  subdivisions  were  routine 
and  required  only  the  final  hearing. 

The  Board  will  propose  at  Public  Hearings  this  spring 
minor  changes  to  the  Ordinance,  two  relating  to  changes 
in  State  law  and/or  Registry  requirements.   Application  fee 
will  be  increased  to  $20.00  due  to  the  increase  in  postage 
costs.   The  matter  of  conversion  of  seasonal  property  to 
"year-round"  property  is  under  discussion  and  a  proposal  will 
in  all  probability  be  presented  at  public  hearings  during 
1980. 

A  second  questionnaire  has  been  sent  to  all  taxpayers 
regarding  a  ."'aster  ?lan-   An  inventory  of  all  improved 
property  was  conducted  in  Spring  and  Summer  and  has  been 
analyzed  by  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission.   The 
questionnaire  has  had  excellent  response--over  40%  have  re- 
turned the  document.   These  will  be  analyzed  also  and,  working 
with  the  Commission,  the  Board  will  develop  goals  (based  on 
response)  as  the  foundation  of  the  Plan.   Much  input  has  come 
from  volunteers,  especially  in  the  Town  Inventory  phase,  and 
the  Board  is  grateful  for  their  interest  and  support.   Hearings 
on  preliminary  drafts  will  be  held  by  midl930.   We  hope  to 
have  a  final  draft,  acceptable  to  residents  and  non-resident 
taxpayers,  to  present  at  Tov/n  Meeting  1931  or  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  shortly  thereafter - 

We  have  had  great  support  from  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission  and  our  tax  dollars  are  well  spent.   The  Town's 
future  will  be  well  formed  with  such  a  plan  and  V7e  encourage 
your  support  and  evidence  of  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Progress  has  been  made  at  the  Recreation  Park 
Area  on  the  River  Road.   Previously  cleared  areas  were 
mowed  and  additional  clearing  of  underbrush  has  continued. 
Proper  disposal  of  brush  and  debris  was  accomplished.   A 
front-end  loader  was  hired  to  widen  the  access  road  and 
build  the  shoulders  more  permanent.   The  town  highway  crew 
helped  with  gravel  and  grading.   A  large  back-hoe  was  hired 
to  clear  topsoil  and  debris  from  the  beach  area  and  to 
landscape  the  area  along  the  River  Road.   Sand  is  available 
on  the  property  and  will  be  placed  on  the  beach  next  summer. 
The  State  Highway  crew  gave  us  some  used  materials  to  build 
a  guard  rail  along  the  access  road  and  with  some  volunteer 
help  the  rail  was  erected. 

We'd  like  to  thank  VJilliams  Lumber  Co.  for  the  use  of 
their  post-hole  digger,  and  to  Mr.  Charles  Weidner  for 
blacksmith  work  on  the  cable  attachments  for  the  guard  rail. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  area 
this  year,  even  without  a  real  access  road  in  use.   The 
roadside  area  was  mowed  and  trash  barrels  have  been  placed. 

While  we  have  welcomed  volunteer  workers  in  the  past, 
we  would  certainly  appreciate  more  participation  by  people 
who  will  likely  use  the  park  at  times.   This  year  we  hope  to 
finish  the  road  and  make  the  beach  usable  to  the  public. 

Members  have  attended  conservation  seminars  during  the 
year.   Attention  is  being  paid  to  town  lands,  working  with 
the  Planning  Board.

TOWN  REPORTS  1979 


Serving  the  four  tovms  of  Alexandria,  Bristol,  New  Hampton 
and  Bridgewater,  the  Newfound  Area  Nursing  Association  looks  forward 
to  its'  twentieth  anniversary.  Operating  out  of  our  headquarters  on 
6l  Lake  Street,  Bristol,  the  association  serves  as  the  commiinity  health 
agency. 

There  were  four  free  blood  pressure  screenings  held  during  1979* 
The  plans  for  the  future  will  continue  to  offer  quarterly  screenings  to 
be  held  in  February,  May, August  and  November.  Since  it  is  such  a  simple, 
inexpensive  test  which  saves  a  person  from  the  life  threatening  illnesses 
(Heart  Attack,  Stroke),  it  will  remain  a  high  priority  for  the  agency. 

In  addition,  we  held  two  screenings  in  conjunction  with  the  Lions 
Club  of  Bristol.  They  supply  us  with  more  than  $16,000  in  free  testing 
equipment.  Testing  is  done  for  glaucoma,  sight,  diabetes,  anemia  and 
hearing. 

This  year  a  new  component  was  added  to  the  home  health  aide  program. 
The  aides  can  now  be  contracted  to  do  homemaker  service.  To  date  1979 
hais  seen  1  ,^98  visits  to  the  residents  of  the  Newfound  area. 

Under  a  contract  with  Meredith  Visiting  Nurses  Association,  the 
agency  made  235  Home  Health  Aide  visits  to  clients  covered  by  Meredith. 

The  association  also  hosts  a  W.I.C.  progreim  once  a  month  on  the 
fourth  Thursday.  It  has  grown  in  numbers  since  its'  inception  and  now 
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serves  over  eighty  women,  infants  eind  children.  Through  this  program, 
which  is  hosted  by  N.A.N.A. ,  nutritional  counseling,  ememia  testing 
and  supplementary  food  vouchers  are  available  to  pregnant  mothers,  infants 
and  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

The  immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  high  school  and  the 
elementary  school  through  the  cooperation  of  Ma.  Phyllis  Robertson  and 
Ms.  Marilyn  Noyes.  With  this  Joint  effort  we  have  now  reached  an  immuni- 
zation level  of  97%  compared  to  the  Grafton  County  Statistic  of  7296. 

Inservice  Education  and  workshops  were  held  monthly  for  the  staff  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  latest  techniques  and  trends  in  health  care.  In  December 
the  agency  hosted  a  statewide  seminar  on  Biofeedback.   It  wa^  attended  by 
other  agencies  as  well  as  staff  from  H.E.W. 

Two  grants  were  awarded  to  the  agency  this  year.  They  were  negotiated 
through  the  efforts  of  the  staff  and  board  of  directors.  One  grant  will 
provide  monies  to  pleui  a  well  child  program  f voided  by  the  state  of  New 
Hsimpshire.  The  second  grant  was  awarded  through  the  March  of  Dimes  and 
will  provide  seed  monies  for  a  prenatal/childbirth  program. 

In  October  a  new  program  was  added  ,  Maternal  and  Child  Health.  Under 
this  new  program  1?  mothers  and  15  infants  were  seen  in  this  quarter. 
Cases  were  referred  by  local  physicians  and  the  fise   hospitals  in  our 
catchment  area. 

Skilled  visits  made  in  1979  in  number,  were  2,1l8.  Visits  made  by  the 
part-time  physical  therapist  in  number,  were  l62. 

In  conclusion  one  must  realize  that  growth  of  this  dimension  and 
expansion  of  this  size  could  only  be  possible  through  the  efforts  of  the 
entire  community  served.
